The New Star. 


San Jose, 
CaL, Nov. 11.—W. \V. 


Campbell of'the Lick observatory has 
issued a bulletin regarding a recent 
and somewhat important discovery 
made by Profesor Perrino, an attache 
of the observatory, on Mount Hamil- 
ton, 
in reference to the new star in 


the constellation Perseus. 
This star 


appeared suddenly and unexpectedly 
last February, having been discovered 
b}' Anderson in Edingburgh. In some 
four days its brightness increased 
from 
Invisibility in ordinary tele- 


scopes until it became the brightest 
star in the northern sky. The star's 
atmosphere was violently disturbed, 
as shown by a stiujy of its spectrum 
ia the spring months, and since June 
at least the spectroscope has shown 
that it is now a nebula, though retain- 
ing to the eye and in the telescope the 
point-like form of an ordinary star.

Hia name is 
Engene E. Schmltz, and he was the 
Union Labor party's candidate. 


Schmitz is only thirty-sis: years old 


and lias had no previous experience in 
public life. He Is a professional musi- 
c-Ian and has been for several years 
leader of the Columbia theater orches- 
tra- He Is also manager of a gas en- 
gine machine company. In outlining 
hia policy he said: 


"I shall enter tiie mayor's chair ab- 


solutely unpledged to any organization 
or any man. I wish to state to the 
merchants and financiers of San Fran- 
cisco that they need entertain .no fours 
as to any action on my part tending 
to radical, or revolutionary policy.

Even if you are wise enough to keep 
nit all groazKs nnd thus make sure that 
he grounds shall get safe away from 
vour own pipes, in the sewer they may 
come in contact with grease from pipes 
ess carefully kept and cake and clog 
votir whole pipe system, making neces- 
sary costly and inconvenient unclog- 
glng. 


Every kitchen ought to have its grease 


can, 
emptied once a week iri winter 


.nd in summer every three days. All 
sons of refuse fat should go Into it. 
even the scrapings from plates and 
dishes. Greasy water, as from boiling 
bams or conicd beef, should be allowed 
to cool thoroughly, then have 
the 


grease carefully taken off before it goes 
down the pipes. 
Skillets and frying 


pans ought to be filled with'very hot 
soda water and let stand half an hour 
before washing. This gives time for 
the soda to partly saponify tbe grease 
and keep it from sticklng'to the pipe 
or caking on top of the trap. 


In scouring faucets be careful to keep 


the scouring grit out of the joints. 
Even the finest particles cnt away 
screw threads turning many times a 
day. 
After scouring also take care to 


let the water run at least a minute be- 
fore catching any for use. 
In wash- 


ing sandy vegetables, as spinach, tur- 
nips, potatoes, use a big pan and drain 
off tbe dirty water, so the sand may be 
caught. Even a spoonful of sand go- 
ing down a pipe will cut and wear it 
more than a hogshead of water. 


Milky water is one of the hardest 


things to manage. Even a small quan- 
-tity daily fouls pipes unless the milky 
water is followed by a flushing of soda 
water moderately strong, with a lime- 
water flush about every three days. 
The llxnewater is made more effective 
by adding salt to it. Sea salt Is best. 
Put a. lamp as big as the fist in an 
earthen or wooden vessel along with 
twice the bulk of quicklime and cover 
with four gallons of hot water. Stir 
well and let settle. 
Pour the clear 


liquid down the pipes and follow it in 
half an hour with a flush OE clear wa- 
ter boiling hot 
Thus every kind of a 


sink may be kept sweet and fresh.— 
New York Sun.
